DETAILED ACTION 

CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 1-47 are presented. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant is thanked for the detailed and lengthy arguments. 

Applicant has explained and answered all issues presented by the Office except 
that of the affidavit. Thus, an oversight may have existed. Applicant is respectfully 
requested to either explicitly refuse to provide such an affidavit or to provide such an 
affidavit. While the Office may guess at Applicant's position, the Office does not wish to 
actually presume or to actually decide the position of Applicant regarding this matter (of 
affidavit) without actually having Applicant's answer on this matter. 

The Office notes that the affidavit would render moot all other issues. Thus, for 
the sake of compact prosecution, the Office awaits Applicant's answer regarding the 
affidavit before issuing another Office Action from the Examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has asserted that the features of Windows 2000 may not have been 
actually known to others as an actual feature until after the first release. This may be 
persuasive. Applicant is requested to file an appropriate affidavit stating that this is true. 

Thus, the claims may be allowable depending on the content of that affidavit. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: If Applicant is correct (and is willing to provide an appropriate affidavit) 
regarding the date of knowledge of the features of Windows 2000, then the relied prior 
art is either wrong (as to the date of the features of Windows 2000) or the relied prior art 
must be re-interpreted to be intending to discuss the features of Windows 2000 at a 
later date. As no other prior art of record teaches the claimed subject matter, the 
claims would be allowed.
